Colonial Troops Will Form the 
Queen's Escort ia the Parade 
of tbe Empire. 

Place of Honor Awarded to Canada 
—The Times on the Happy 
Arrangement.

London, June 11. — The Times givoa 
thia morning tbe o£Sctal programme for 
the proce.BBion of June 22, the Diamond 
Jubilee day. An imposing array of regu 
lars, with bands, and seven batteries of 
artillery, will form the vanguard. Then 
will come the royal aides-de-camp, the 
field marehals and their equerries, the 
foreign attaclieB and deputations, the 
Queen's Prussian Dragoons, the Lord 
Mayor,. 36 English and foreign princes, 
the Indian escort and Lord Wolseley, the 
commander-in-chief immediately pre- 
ceding tbe Queen, who will have the 
Duke of Cambridge on her right hand 
ancl;tbe Prince of Wales and the Duke 
of Oonnaught on her left. Then will 
follow the goldsticks-in- waiting, thr 
masters of horse and the masters of tbe 
buckhounds, with ttieir equerries and 
the royal proomH. 

A large body of home and colonial 
troopa will come next, the colonial 
troops iorming tbo Queen's escort. In 
the separate colonial procession it will 
be noticeable that the Canadian troopa 
are followed immediately by Mr, Wilfrid 
I^uurier, the premier, who will be the 
first after the advance guard of the 
Ivoyal Iloree Guards, while a portion of 
the Canadian troopa will bring up the 
ear. 

All the papers publish editorials wel- 
coming the Canadian Premier and dele- 
gates, especially Mr. Laurier. The Times 
Jn an editorial upon the evident .design 
displayed in tbe arrangement of tne pro- 
cession, says that tbe presence of the 
colonial premiers, headed by Mr. Lau- 
rier, a Frenchman and a Catholic, testi> 
fies tbe breadth and solidity of the con- 
stitutional freedom British colonies en- 
ioy. ■ 

TUIUvS VERY ANGRY 

Because the British Ambassador Declares 
That ClirlsUans Uust Not Be Brought 
Under tlie Sultan's Rule. 

LoNDOM, Jane 10. — ^The latest advices 
from Constantinople deny that the 
Powers are avoiding direct negotiations 
between Turkey and Greece. In other 
respects, however, the aspect of nfiiiirs 
ia rather worse than heretofore. 

It appears that at Saturday's confer- 
ence the ambasBadors declined to accept 
either Assam Bey or Siam Bey as a 
Turkish peace commissioner. This, to- 
gether with their refusal to discuss the 
retention of Tbessaly, threw tbe Sultan 
into such a rage that he forthwith sum- 
nioni^d a mueting of the Special commis- 
sion appointed to consider the -terras of 
peace. All day Sunday ho was in tele- 
graphic coiniminicatiou with most of the 
Kuropean capitals, and in the evening 
he gave stringent orders to the Grand 
Vizier, who imniediately resigned. 

Tho Turks are very angry :tt tho al- 
leged brusque declaration of Sir Philip 
Currio, tlio British ambaseador, that 
England will never permit Christians to 
return to Turkish rule. It is also stated 
that the (.u'l-maii ambassador is very 
much diEi'oiicurted to lind Count'Neli- 
dofl', tho RiiBHinn ainbasaador, support- 
inir Sir I'hilip Currie in this respect, 
thougli it ia alleged that Germany will 
soon see tbe advisability of falling into 
line with tbe other Powers. 

The correspondent of the Daily News 
at Constantinople, under date of Wed- 
nesday, says : " The session ot tbe peace 
conference called for to-day having been 
postponed, it is believed that Turkey is 
prepared to evacuate Thesealy, except 
the large tract north of the river Peneus, 
which includes Tyrnavos, Milona Pass 
and other important points." 

DYNAMITE IN CUBA. 

Passenger Train Wrecked by Insureents 
and Many Persons Killed or 
Injured. 

Havana, June 10.— The passenger 

train which leaves Havana for Matana- 
/.;tsat0:25 a.m. daily was dynamited 
yesterday, about 12 miles from the city 
by a party of insurgents. According to 
the official account the object was plun- 
der as about $G,000 was in the express 
car. ^ 

Two engineers, one fireman one con- 
luctor anil several soldiers were killed 
and three paesentrers were severely in- 
jured. Fifty-two BufTered more or less 
serious injuries. Simultaneously with 
the explosion the insurgents opened lire 
on the train, seriously wounding a cap- 
tain.

HAWAII WILL PAY JAPAN. 

Indemnity to Be Forthcoming for Those 
Immigrants, ..Who Were IlIeEally 

. , ' '/y : •!'^,'Tn™e'l Back. 

. San Frai<ci8C0|, June 10. — Advices 
from Honolulu, pOr ' steamship Australia, 

are to the effect that the Japanese min- 
ister, Shimainura, has changed his atti- 
tude to some extent since the last ad- 
vices from the Hawaiian capital. Sev- 
eral conferences have been held between 
Ministers Cooper and Shiraamurn, with 
the result that the Japanese representa- 
tive made proposals of a much more 
reasonable nature than those first olFor- 
ed. Originally, Japan demanded an in- 
demnity for tho total number of immi- 
grants turned away from the islands. 
Now, however, it is understood that the 
minister is willing to accept damages 
only in such cases whore tho immigrant 
was illegally rejected. 

This proposition the Hawaiian govern- 
ment will accept. The original tlemand 
was 320. (iO yen for each man refused 
landing. The Hawaiian government ad- 
mits that among the thousand o^r, more 
immigrants, a few errors have been 
made, and if any such appear upon 
thorough investigation the government 
expresses a readiness to pay for such 
mistakes upon the part of its ofBcials.

When tho vast fortunes had been 
built up by unjust taxation, then, he 
said, these daugliters were " put on the 
market, hawked and peddled, sold for 
princesses and duchesses and countesses 
and marchionesses and other 'esses," 
and here was congress legislating the 
money to pay for these trips abroad. If 
the American people accepted this con- 
dition, then they were not worthy of 
self government. Mills gave tables 
showing tbe vast fortunes of a few indi- 
viduals, who were, be said, to receive 
the benefits of this bill.

Ab Eoon aa the road is open for 
traffic to Kooteuay Lake tho ratea and 
tolla of tho company will be subject to 
tho approval of the governor-in-comncil 
or a railway commission. Reduction ia 
to be made on all weatbound freight to 
all pointB west of Fort 'William on the 
main line or branches, to the followiuR 
percentages reapectively : 

Upon all green and fresh fruits 33 1-3 
per cent. ; coal oil, 20 per cent. ; cordage 
and binder twine, 10 per cent. ; agricul- 
tural implements of all kinds, aet up or 
in carts, 10 per cent, ; iron, including 
bar,' band, Canadian plates, galvanized 
sheet, pipe, pipe fittings, nails, 
spikea and horse shoes, 10 per 
cent. ; all kinds of wire, 10 per cent. ;

Other conditions 
are subatautially as telegraphed. 

Mr. Blair to-day explained the scheme 
by which the Intercolonial gets access 
into Montreal. Tho Grand Trunk re- 
ceives $140,000 yearly tor 'J9 years for 
joint use of 35 milej of its road, the Vic- 
toria bridge and terminals in Montreal. 
The Drummond County railway receives 
$70,000 yearly for its line to Chaudiere 
Junction. This enormous cost, equiva- 
lent to an expenditure of seven millions, 
fairly paralyzed the House, and by the 
Conaervativea is strongly condemned. 
The Canadian Pacific has an advantauo 
of 7G miles between Montreal and Hali 
fax over tho new line. 

The 8UPi)lemeiitary estimates for this 
year amount, to $1,775,192.

William 
Head quarantine station improvements 
are down for .$5,100. Tlio unsettled ac- 
counts of the Nortluveat exhibition are 
to be paid. There are $'300,000 for canals, 
and .$085,000 to pay postal aecouiita, 
making live quarters paid for this year. 

An Item o£ $1,000 represents allow- 
ances for judges on circuit in British 
Columbia.

London, 'June 11.— The Constantinople 
correspondent of the Standard says: 
" At Tuesday's conference of the am- 
bassadors for the discussion of the terms 
of peace, Tewfik Pasha was present, 
armed with categorical inatructiona to 
persist in the retention of Thessaly given 
him by the Sultan personally. When 
the conference ended the Sul- 
tan summoned his ministers to 
a special council at tho Yildiz 
Kiosk, whicli aat until 3 o'clock 
in tlie morning of Wednesday. The de- 
cision arrived at was that the evacuation 
of Thessaly was impossible, but that 
there was no necessity of precipitate ac- 
tion. Being in possesaion, the Porte, it 
was urged, was able to wait patiently, 
and even indefinitely, while diaouBBing 
academically point after point with the 
powers. It was also decided to continue 
actively the preparations for war. 

The correapondcnt of the Daily Mail 
at Athena says: "Extraordinary ru- 
mors are current aa to the attitude of 
Germany. It is alleged that tlio Ger- 
man government eeeks to overtlirow the 
Greek dynasty and to establish a rigor- 
ous control of Greek financua. In order 
to attain tho double object, Germany 
wants a continuance of tlie war and to 
liave terms of peace finally dictated in 
Atliena itself. These atatements seem 
scarcely worthy of credence, but it is 
probable tliat Germany will continue to 
prea.s for financial control." 

One of the Irish newsjiapers publishes 
a letter from Mr. Gladstone in whicli he 
refers to the " insolence and audaciVy of 
the Sultan's imperious request to be 
permitted to send envoys to the Jubi- 
lee." Mr. Qladatone expresses the hope 
that prudence and decency will induce 
ttie government to stifle the request, 
saying: "The envoys of the great 
assassin would meet with a disagreeable 
reception in England." 

TRADE OF THE WEEK. 

Conditions Remain Unaltered at Eastern 
Commercial Centres— General 
Collections Slow. 

Toronto, Jane 10.— R. G. Dun & Co. 'a 
weekly statement of trade in Canada 
says: "Trade conditions at .Montreal 
are practically unaltered and our general 
remarks of last week will apply at date. 
Reports continue to come in from difl'er- 
ent parts of the province regarding frost 
damaged meadows and delayed field 
work. Tho dry goods trade benefited by 
a few days' iiiie weatlier after last 
writing, but unfavorable conditions have 
again intervened. Travellers in this 
line are now all out with a full line of 
samples, but orders have not yet begun 
to come in freely, and for the moment 
wholesale business ia contined to a 
moderate demand mainly from tlie coun- 
try. 

Sugar refiners report some symptoms 
of a little improvement in the demand, 
BO long of a aluggiah character, but the 
general jobbing diatribution of groceries 

shows no epecial activity. 

Orders for fall footwear are not aa yet 
coming in plentifully, so that the leather 
market has not benefited from any im- 
proved inquiry for the general run of 
black leathers, though dongolaa are sell- 
ing fairly. Hides are steady, with a 
little demand for calf skina, of whicli 
there liaa been considerable accumula- 
tion. 

Metals ami hardware are quiet; more 
probably might be done wore it not for 
actual scarcity of certain lines of plates, 
etc. 

There is a steady export movement in 
cheese, fully etiual to last year at this 
date, but butter shipments are liglit. 

General collections continue backward

Mr. Mackay states tlj in 1861 some 
Indians brought to Viiffia aamples of

there was a largo body, the rock close 
to tide water at ^.litc.ll Harbor, Pre- 
voat island, one ot tho neou Charlotte 
group, and the brigan|o Una, of about 
200 tons wliicb happeil to be in these 
waters at the time, w sent north and 
loaded with a full c;o.

THE COAST-KOOTENAY ROAD. 

Tho Columbian thinka that " the Fed- 
eral government, looking at the ijueation 
from a broad Dominiou standpoint, liavo, 
not unnaturally ,' perbaps,;cpnBidered the 
building of the Crow's Neat Sail way to 

^be more important, at this time, than 
the Coast-Kootenay line." We must 
confess to some surprise at the halting 
and hesitating manner in which this ad- 

. miasion is made. It is tho endorsement 
of one who would oppoae the plana of 
the Federal government if be dared. 
Tor ourflelves, while it is no part of the 
policy of the Colonist lo poae as an 
apologist for the Liberal ministry, 
we have no liesitatiou in aiiying that the 
conHtructiou of the Crow's Nest Railway 
is, at this time, of very much greater 
importance than the CoaBt-Kootenay 
linei, andwe will Rive our reaaona for 
thinking so; 

The successful exploiting of the low 
grade gold ores of Kootenay depends 
upon cheap transportation charges to 
Bmelters, and it is a sine q^ua npn, when 
one talks of erecting smelters iri Koote- 
nay .that coke and coal aball be available 
at a lower figure there than now. 
The Crow's Nest Railway will ensure 
this, and the extension of the Columbia 
&, Western Railwiay to Penticton will ex- 
tend the benefit'of "this cheap fuel to the 
whole mining region. These roads will 
likewise, open very rich districts and 
lead to the very rapid development of 
Kootenay. It ia of prime importance that 
everything should be done at the earliest 



to have been within the knowledge of 
the Columbian before it ventured to deal 
with this question at all? First, it 
ought to have known how much of the 
subsidy provided for in the loan bill 
was applied to any other line than that 
from the Coast to Kootenay. The Subi 
sidy Act provides 'for a loan of $2,500,- 
000. Of this amount $924,000 is for the 
Coast-Cariboo railway, and , tho whole 
balance of ifl.BTG.OGO is available, for the 
Coast-Kootenay road. We say the whole 
balance for' this reason : The distance 
from the head of Bute Inlet^to^J^aeanelle 
ia accurately known, forTit Has been sur- 
veyed, and it is 231 mile?, which at 
$4,000 a mile would call for $924,000. 
The route from English Bluff to 
Boundary Creek has not been sur- 
veyed, but has only been QBtimated^ 
and if on actual survey it should prove 
to be 894 miles— as it may prove to be, 
for no: one kno^B . how;''- many miles it 
woulS take to cross the Hope Motiiitains 
— the whole of the balance of the loan 
would be available for the subsidy. Not 
a single dollar was directly or indirectly 
given to Mr. Heinzo; but we shall not 
quibble over this, for the reference is to 
the snbaidy for^.t^e, approximately, ICO 
inilea from Penticton to Boundafy 
Creek. This ia not a diversion of the 
subsidy from the Coast-Kootenay line, 
but a distinct grant in aid of it. Ilenco 
wo say that if tho Columbian did not 
know that its statement that tho greater 
part of the subsidy was diverted- from 
the Coast-Kootenay line was absolutely 
without foundation, it ia inexcusably 
and disgracefully ignorant. Further, 
it ought to have known that there never 
was the slightest reason for anyone to 
suppose that the Minister of Railways 
would recommend a subsidy for a line 
from the Coast through the Hope 
Mountains this y^r under any oircum- 
Btancea whatever. We state this 'as a 
fact that was known to everyone that 
did not purposely shut his ears and eyes 
to what was going on around him, and 
for proof we refer to the speech of the 
Minister already published in the Coi,- 
OKisi and the Vancouver World. If the 
Columbian did not know this, it is de- 
plorably fgnorant of current events in 
the political world. In view of the 
fact that the Federal government 
never had any intention of subaidiz.in 
the line through the Hope Mountains to 
the Coast this year, it followB.as a mat- 
ter of course that if the whole of the 
$2,500,000 subsidy had been oflfered to 
the Coaat-Kootenay road, no Dominion 
subsidy would have been forthcoming 



know..better how to deal with its absurd 
claim that the Federal government has 
been influenced by the action of the pro- 
vincial government to postpone the 
granting of aid to the line from Pentic- 
ton to the Coast. We shall know then 
whether such .a -pretence is the'inven- 
tion of 6 perverted jiidgment or a de- 
liberate falaification. 

If the Dominion government can see 
ita way clear to subsidize tho road to tho 
Coast, by spreading over the whole line 
the amount to bo given to the Columbia 
& Western, as tbet Times ^<basn8)ig- 
geated, and' if this ' will 'secure ''the 
construction of the whole line, no one 
will be better pleased than the Colon- 
isr.

The present 
condition of Kootenay would not war- 
rant the construction of a lino from the 
Coast unless there was a certainty of 
great permanent advancement. We con- 
cede that no argument, except a finan- 
cial one, can be made against the con- 
struction of roads, covering the ground 
between Lethbridge and Penticton, and 
one from the Coast to Penticton simul- 
taneoualy. Upon this point we are pre- 
pared to go us far as anyone ; but we have 
no hesitation in saying that, having re- 
gard to the interests of the whole of 
British Columbia, present as well as 
future, if a choice h&e to be made, as to 
which shall beflrstconstrlicted, between 
the coast portion and the interior portion 
of the line that will inevitably be built 
from Lethbridge to the ocean, we would 
choose the interior portion. And there 
is this additional reason, namely, that 
the impetus which the*Grdw'B Nest and 
Columbia & Western will give the 
Kootenay country will render the con- 
struction of the line from Penticton to 
the Coast a matter that can only be post- 
poned for a very short time. 

The Columbian, as we would very 
naturally expect, seeks to throw the 
responsibility for the postponement of 
the Coast end of the road upon the 
provincial government. We quote what 
• it says: 

: Had the provincial government con- 
'^•centrated tneir railway aid, during the 
late aeasion, on this scheme — instead of 
scattering and dissipating the greater 
part of that aid among their pets, 
Kitbet and Heinze, and cutting ofT the 
CoaBt-Kootenay scheme, as they did, 
with the more mockery of aaaiatance — its 
immediate conatniction might have been 
assured, and we would have hud much 
better arguments with wldcii to insiat 
on effective Dominion aid than we now 
have. k 

It is annoying to be compelled'to dis- 
cuss important iasues with a paper 
which is unable to approach them in any 
other spirit than this quotation evincea, 
but we must deal with things as they 
are. It ought not to be difficult to dis- 
cover a manner of approaching this 
great subject which would, not savor of 
the corner tough or the cross roads 
grocery barrel. But let that pass. We 
have in this quotation a statement that 
"we" — whoever we may be — would 
have had better arguments wherewith 
to approach the Dominion government 
than at present if subsidies had not been 
given to the Pentiction-Boundary road 
and the Ooast-Cariboo road. In reply 
to this we have this proposition to make. 
Either the Columbian knows that what 
it says is untrue and has deliberately 
stated an untruth, or it ia too ignorant 
of the facts of the case to make its opin- 
ion ''.WQrth'':>,a moment's consideration.

wilfully and deliberately publishing 
what it knew' to be untrue. 

We leave it to its choice of the alter- 
nativea above presented. 

The Times of this city follows the lead 
of the Columbian in the above as in 
other absurdities. Now, we have a few 
questiona which we would like the Times 
to answer. Itis supposed to be, or thinka 
it is, in the confidence of the Federal 
Ministry. Will it kindly reply? 

Did the Times or anyone connect- 
ed with it ever hear the Minister of Rail- 
ways or any one in a position to speak 
for the Dominion government say or in- 
timate that the government would be 
prepared under any circumstancea what- 
ever to grant aid this year or at any fixed 
date to a railway from Penticton to the 
Coast?

Puebla Salvage Case Settled at Last 
— l(ew ZealancL.Connectiou 
■ Near at Hand. 



After drifting for weeks about the 
North-Pacific as a floating coflSn, cansing 
the friends of those who were once her 

crew and passengers an endless amount 
of anxiety, the General Siglin has been 
towed to Sitka for a aearch of her cabins, 
to see what grueaome story they might 
have to tell. The derelict waa pickedup 
by an American cutter, and waa,takcn to 
Sitka the previous day to the Bailing of 
the steamship City of Topeka, which 
veasel arrived here fiom the North at 
daybreak yesterday. Judge Mellon waa 
one of her pasaengera JowBi' and'.in 
speaking of the Siglin said he did not 
think the water had all been pumped 
out of the forlorn craft when the Topeka 
sailed. A body had been found, how- 
ever, and identified aa that of the son of 
William C. Greenfield, who with hia 
wife and family were passengers for 
Wood island from San Erancisco. Be- 
tween $700 and $800 waa also found on 
board, but further than these discoveriea 
the passengers who landed herefrom the 
Topeka have no news to tell concerning 
the Siglin. It ia now one month 
since the first news of the Siglin 
disaster reached this city. On the 12th 
of laac month the schooner William Aina- 
wortb. Capt. E. E. Crockett, arrived at 
Seattle and reported that 110 miles west 
of the Queen Charlotte ialanda and 
directly in the path of tierce storms that 
had then been sweeping the North Paci- 
fic, he fell in with the Siglin. The body 
of a'mim dreaaed .in oilskins was laahed 
to the iron davita in the atern. Since 
the Ainsworth sighted the schooner, 
several other veaaela fell in with the 
craft and according to i)apera found by 
Capt. Martin of the Arietaa the corpae 
was identified aa that of the mate, 
Henry Sauudera, a native of Bridgetown, 
N.S. 

'The Siglin left San Franciaco, March 
23, under command of Capt. Jerome 
Thomas, for Wood island, Alaaka. She 
was loaded with supplies and provisions 
for the North American Commercial Co. 
iJesides the captain she carried a crew 
conpiatingof mate, cook and three sailors, 
and had aboard aa pasaengera W. C- 
Greenfield, agent of the company at 
Wood island, hia wife and three children. 
The Bchooner waa built at Marahfield, 
Or., in 1894. She waa 80 feet in length 
by 23 feet beam and 8.4 depth, arid 81.24 
tona net register.

The largest towage bill ever paid on 
North Pacitic waters was settled yester- 
day, when J. B. Libby, manager of the 
Pugot Sound Tugboat Company, received 
a check from the Pacific Coaat Steam- 
ship Company for .$10,450, in settlement 
of the claim against the City of Puebla 
over.three years ago. The big steamer, 
loaded with passengers and freight, 
broke a crank abaft oil' Gape Flattery, 
and was rapidly drifting on Flattery 
rocks when rescued by the tug Wandeirer 
and towed to a safe harbor. The tug- 
boat company put in a bill for $10,000, 
which the Puebla's owners refused to 
pay, and the Puebla waa libeled in the 
Eedeial court. Three inontha ago the 
case was decided favorably to the tug-

EYENTS OP THE ORIENT. 

incidents of the Philippine Rebellion— Coal 
Wanted in Japan— ISmlgratlon 
to Brazil. 

Latest advices recoived at llonpkonf: 
regarding the rebellion in the Phillip- 
pines state that the Spanish troops have 
trained several victories over the rebels. 
The Spanish consul at IIoiipkoiiR has re- 
ceived a dis>()atch that larfje nuiubers of 
reliels are daily surrendering and asking 
for pardon. From other eources, how- 
ever, it a|)pears that tho rebels are still 
continuing' thi3 etnifiRle, and in the town 
of Pnniqne, in tho province of Tarwa, 
tho rebels broku into a church and stole 
all tho consecrated hoata. This is an ex- 
ample of tilt! intense hatred a^^aiiiBt the 
lirieats. The rector of tluH [larish ia a 
Dominican friar, named Padro Doniinyo 
Anilres, who has taken no part in the 
rebellion. The nllair therefore has much 
8ip:nificance, and is regarded by those 
who know the natives well as a sure sign 
of an undercurrent of feeling. 

Tiie Manila Diario states that Senor 
Don Rafael Comenge will he presented 
with the insignia of the Order of Naval 
Merit. A Hongkong paper states that 
this same Comenge is the man who at a 
banquet given last October by volun- 
teers to celebrate the arrival of rein- 
fornements from Spain, referred to the 
rebels as "cannibals, wild bcanta and 
savajies, who Bhmild be e.xtorminated in 
their lairs and pIioivu no (luarter." His 
chief servicea arc said to coiisiBt of ful- 
some articles in the Manila papers in 
jiraisu of Spnnish com nmnders. 

iiumors arc in circulation in Pukin 
and SlianRhai that the Chinese fiovern- 
ineni is anxious to sret rid of the .lap- 
anppo garrison at \Veihaiwoi, and has 
decided to uecotiato another loan to 
raise Euflicient money to pay oil' the 
war indemnity at once. .Tapanese 
papers publish a Pekiii dispatch that no- 
yotiatione of the Chinese government 
with British merchants to raise a loan 
of 100,000,000 taels have fallen through.

Anyone who saw the wild excitement 
at the meeting of the city coiiacil lust 
night would hardly have recognized the 
usually sedate body that this year fills 
the seats in the council chamber. Three 
or four aldermen would be on their feet 
at once, each' trying to make his voice 
heard across the table in the committee 
room, where the meeting was held, and 
the Ma3'or in the midst rapping the 
table and demanding " order, order 
gentlemen, I will have order." 

It was the special' meeting to give 
Streets Superintendent Wilson the in- 
vestigation be asked for on Monday 
when he took exception to some re- 
marks in an interview which Aid. Kins- 
man gave to the Times. 

When all were assembled the Mayor 
said he felt, as he had on Monday niglit, 
that no charges had been made "against 
Mr. Wilson. There was simply an 
artiele in a newspaper, for which that 
pajier was roaponaible, but there were 
no charges by Aid. JCinainan. 

Aid. iMcCandless was somewhat of the 
same way of thinking, and emplmtieally 
said that the investigation was a farce. 

Aid. Harrison, like the Mayor, said 
there was no cliarge that lie could see 
against Mr. Wilson. Still there should 
be a chance given Mr. Wilson to vindi- 
cate himself if he wished. 

This brought u]) a very informal dis- 
cussion, in which several of the alder- 
men joined until Aid. Partridge Anally 
asked did Aid. Kinsman wish to sub- 
stantiate what appeared in the paper? 

Tho alderman spoke at some length, 
whereupon Aid. McGregor waxed iur- 
patient, and did not see why Aid. Part- 
ridge made such a long speech about 
nothing. The charges had been pre- 
ferred, so what was the use of talking. 

Aid. Kinsman remarked that ho was 
not particular whether -shat appeared 
were called charges or not. It was the 
history of Ids treatment by Mr. Wilson, 
and he could prove what he had said. 
Ho did not say there was anything very 
serious, but ho thought he could prove 
what he had stated. He would have 
iked the Engineer to be present. 

Aid. McGregor — " Did you notify the 
Engineer?" 

Aid. Jvinsinan— " Xo; I did not, and I 
want you to understand I am talking 
just now. Aid. McGregor, not you." 

Aid. Partridge — Do you call those 
statements in the paper charges?" 

Aid. Kinsman — " I have nothing more 
to say." 

Aid. McGregor — " Do you not mean to 
bring them in as charges?" 
Aid. Kinsman — " It's just as you 

like." 

Aid. JIcGregoi- — "It's not what wo 
ike but what you like. E.xcuae me, 
Mr. Mayor," as His Worship tried to 
get in a word, " I have the floor. Did 
you make them as charges Aid. Kins- 
man." 

Aid. Jvinsman — " I have not got to 
answer your questions and I have said 
all I am going to say." 

Aid. Kinsman pressed by tho Mayor 
to make a declaration as to wliether he 
preferred what was said in tho paper as 
a charge, said ; " I'm not a lawyer and 
I don't know if you want to get me in a 
trap. I have to be careful what I say 
for I was told I was going to have a libel 
suit brought about it." 
An Alderman — ' ' Bosh ! " > 
Aid. McGregor held that the street 
superintendent had a right to sue for 
libel if he liked, but this had nothing to 
do with the question. 

The Mayor remarking that there was 
nothing to consider if Aid. Kinsman did 
not t.dve an anawer, tho Aldermun re- 
plied that ii tiie investiiiatiou could not 
go on without calling the statements in 
the jiaper charges "he would call them 
that. 

Aid. Vigolius made h. little speech in 
wliit;h ho .said if chargoa were made by 
an alderman they should be made in the 
council, Aid. Partridge punctuating 
tbese remarks with " just so, juat so,", 
every now and then. 

It was at last decided on a vote that 
the investigation proceed, and the 
Mayor read out the article complained 
of, taking each subject dealt with separ- 
ately. 

First came the statement that the 
street superintendent, while he had 
agreed with Aid. Kinsman that it was 

ttie ])roper thing to put beach gravel on 
a i)ortion of the Ross Bay road, he liad 
delayed the work till the mud was dried 
up and would not bind, conEequently 
clay had to be hauled at extra expense 
from Spring Kidge. 

Aid. Kinsman in explaining his charge 
said that the work had cost .$l;70, where- 
as if the small hole which the committee 
had thought all that was necessary had 
been fixed the cost would have been 
small. 

Aid. Wilson said that the streets com- 
mittee had never ordered the clay hauled 
from Spring Kidge. 

Whoreupoii Aid. Stewart retorted that 
the streets committee had no bueinesa 
to Bay where the gravel or clay should bo 
brought from. They were not engineers. 
Aid. Wilson was always complaining. 

.\l(l. Harriaon — "Yes; and when ho 
was on tho streets committee be never 
dill anything." 

Aid. Wilson was upon hisfeet to reply, 
but the Mayor managed to bring the 
aldermen back to tho subject under con- 
sideration. 

Aid. Stewart, as a member of the 
streets committee, explained that while 
the coininitteo had tho matter under 
'discuaaion they made no estimate, but 
had no idea tho work would cost over if. 'iO. 

Aid. Harriaon agreed with Aid. Stew- 
art on this, and added that if tho street 
superintendent liad found he needed to 
bring material from Spring Ridge to fix 
tho road lie had a perfect right to do so. 

Streets Superintendent Wilson, called 
upon for his defence, showed he had 
sent a lette:- to Mr. Wilmot on February 
7 calling attention to the road, and had 
subaequeotly received .word to go' ahead 
with it. . • 

Foromfin Pu8ey,„called as a witness, 
said that at the tiine tb'e gravel was put 
on a large portiohio^^'tbiB road was very 
wet. This .^as t6wa|rdB:theendof.,Maroji, 



He had thought it better to pu|i^be.w6;^ , 
off till later, as it was nece88ar^Ito.^et;5 = 
binding. If leFs beach graverhad'lieen^^ 
put on it would have bound 'without 
hauling clay, but the road would. not 
have been properly made. The material 
at Clover Point w'ould not bind beach 
gravel. 

Aid. Kinsman — " If you had to pay for 
the road out of your own pocket, would 
you have gone to Spring Ridge." 

Sir. Pusey — " Well, I think not. I 
would have put tho gravel on in smaller 
quantities and let it work iu gradually." 

Next came the charge that the street 
superintendent did work on a drain on 
Moaa street after the streets committee 
decided no work should be done on it. 

Aid. Kinsman had seen work being 
done on tho drai;a and on questioning 
Mr. Wilmot he had stated that no orders 
had been given to Mr. Wilson to work 
on the drain and had ordered it stopped. 

Aid. Vigelius also stated that he had 
seen the men working on the drain 'and 
had spoken about it to Aid. Kinsinan',aB 
the committee had refused to recom- 
mend wotk on.it. ^ 

Mr. Wilson in explanation said that 
be had been told to look at the drain 
when he happened to be working in that 
part of the city, and so this spring he 
iiad told his foreman to find out what 
was tho matter with tlio drain. He had 
found the drain almost level and had re- 
jjortfcd to Mr. Wilmot, and then was in- 
formed that tlie streets committee did 
not intend to do work upon it. 

After this came a charge that the 
streets superintendent had taken city 
manure as a perquisite. 

Aid. ICinsman in explanation said that 
it was not till a second letter had been 
written by tho Mayor to the streets 
superintendent that this had been 
stopped. 

Aid. Harrison said that in former years 
tho city Imd been only too glad to give 
the manure away to get rid of it. 

Aid. Wilson stated that manure had 
been sent to the Old Men's Home on the 
previous year, and Mr. Wilson could not 
have beeb ignorant of that. 

Aid. McGregor— "If that was so, I 
want to know why you did not fire 
him last year? " 

The Mayor said this was out of order, 
and half a dozen aldermen were up on 
the feet at once, Aid. Wilson subsiding 
after shouting, in answer to Aid. Mc- 
Gregor: "I'm very sorry I did not 
do so." 

The Mayor did not think that tho 
action in previous years was a fit sub- 
ject for this iiivestigation. 

Aid. Kinsman did not care what the 
Mayor decided, the ratepayers had a 
right to know. " I'll have nothing more 
to do with this investigation," went on 
tho alderman. " You can do what you 
like, but I hope the press will put all 
this down." 

Superintendent Wilson next stated 
that in former years be had beeagiyen 
the manure as it was too expensive for 
the city to move. 

Mr.. Campbell, the city stable boss, 
gave similar evidence and stated that 
the manure used to be given away. In 
fact. Aid. Vigelius among others had got 
some. 

Aid. Vigelius (earnestly) — "Not a 
pound." 

Ml'. Campbell— " There was a load 
taken to your house." 

Aid. Vigelius coming forward warmly: 
" Not a pound, not a single pound." 

Mr. .Tames Baker stated when he was 
chairman of the streets committee sev- 
eral years ago, the manure was given 
away, as it was simply an expense to tho 
city to move it, and finally it had been 
handed over to Mr. Wilson to deal with 
so long as it cost the city nothing to 
move. 

The Mayor thought that'after all Mr. 
Wilson was exonerated, as these matters ■ 
were the only charges against him. 

Aid. Kinsman — "That is just what I 
expected j I knew I was being tried by 
a prejudiced jury." 

Aid. McGregor (hotly) — "You are 
not." 

Aid. Kinsman (across the table, just 
as warmly) — "Xam.". 
Aid. McGregor (rising) — "I say you 

are not." 

Aid. Kinsman getting up and leaning 
over the table, " I say I am." 

The two aldermen continued to shout 
at each other and the Jlayor standing 
\\\- rapped the table and in vain tried to 
(liiell the tumult. Finally His Worship 
insisted to Aid. IMcGregor " This must 
stop or I'll take means to do so.'' 

Aid. Mcliregor — "You can't stop me. 
There's not a man in this room can do 
it." 

His "Worship — "I'll ask . you to Bit 
down." 

Aid. McGregor— "Well, that's a diflfer- 
ent proposition and I'll sit down." 

Aid. Stewart, seconded l5y Aid. Afc- 
Gregor, next moved that Street Sujierin- 
tendunt Wilson iio exonerated on all 
charges. 

Aid. Vigelius and Aid. Wilson moved 
that Aid. Kinsman's action be endorsed. 

The Jfayor decided that this last couUi 
not be an aiiiendinent. It wa.s a sub- ' 
staiUive resolution. 

It was decided to take up the charges 
seriatim then and after considerable 
bickering in which ahlermen took ver- 
bal sliolH at each other including a 
passage at arma between Aid. Stewart 
and Wilson, Aid. McCandless moved, 
seconded by Aid. Hall, that in the 
opinion of the council there was no 
blame attached to either Mr. Wilson or 
to Aid. Kinsman in connection with the 
portion referring to the Soss Bay'road 
work, as the street committee had order- 
ed the work but did not know it would 
cost so much. This was carried. 

In regard to tho next charge in refer- 
ence to the Moss street drain, Aid. Jvins- 
man stated that Mr. Wilson had not 
standing authority from Mr. Wilmot to 
open that dram. Ho therefore moved 
that tlie meeting adjourn until Mr. Wil- 
mot could bo present. 

This was carried and the aldermen 
went home.

The company have 
started another tunnel 125 feet below 
Xo. ] , which is in about 20 feet. They 
eipect to run about 175 feet, to get be- 
low the winze, and then drift. 

Frank Hogan, treasurer of the Sulli- 
van group, in the Fort Steele ccuntry, 
expects to push the work on that pro- 
perty during the absence of Col. Eid- 
patb, tbe manager. The ore bodies are 



BO large in that district that the owners 
of some of the large properties are al- 
ready figuring on a smelter being put in 
to treat the ore there. 

Preparations are being made for a re- 
sumption of work on the Silver Star 
mine. The property lies to the north- 
east of Vernon and only a few miles 
from the city. Development; was carried 
on for a short time last fall, but owing 
to the depth of snow it became impos- 
sible to get supplies on the ground. 

An unexpected feature in the Golden 
Cup, in the Salmon Kiver country, is 
the appearance of massive chalcopy rile. 
Some of this is very beauliiul. No 
prettier copper ore has been Been in thin 
country. It, along with the ga't-mi in 
the (luart:;, makes a beautiful combuui- 
tion, and one ii,ot often seen. 

Encouraging reports are received from 
the development work on the Caruca 
Creek Oo.'s properties, situated on 
Carnes creek, Big Bend. The pay streak 
is widening and is about two feet, and 
the quality of the ore has greatly im- 
proved. The tnnnel is now in more 
than 50 feet. Recent assays have re- 
turned from $44 to $58 per ton in gold, 
while assays last fall gave $18 to $23

WASHiNaTON, June 9.— The eenato 
committee on finance has not yet been 
able to agree upon the form of a pro- 
vision in regard to the Hawaiian treaty, 
and a member of the committee to-day 
expressed the opinion- that it- might bb 
necessary to hold another caucus to de- 
cide upon a course of action. 

There are several propositions under 
consideration by the committee. They 
include the indorsement of the Davis 
amendment for continuing the present 
treaty in force without reservation, a 
suggestion to the president that a new 
treaty should be negotiated, modifying 
the terms of the existing agreement bo 
as to render them less partial to Hawaii, 
and also a proposition looking to the 
giving of a year's notice to Hawaii of the 
abrogation of the present treaty. This 
latter proposition is understood to origi- 
nate with Senator Aldrich, and is antag- 
onized by the special champions ol 
Hawaii. 

The opinion is freely expressed by sen- 
ators that the question of annexation 
will be taken up by the adminialratioa 
as soon as the tariff is passed.
